bixty Five Persous Drowned by the Sinking 
of a Steamer, 

Moutexno, Tex. June 24.—The Italian 
steamer Italis, struck a steep point near Lo- 
mas, about two a. m. Friday, and sank in fif- 
teen minutes in deep water. Out of 154 pas- 
sengers and crew, 65 were drowned. On 
Sunday the Cachapool, which arrived here 
yesterday, picked up the boat 
containing thirteen survivors thirty miles 
south of Pisco, The same evening she reached 
the coast and found fifty-four more survivors 
in Salines .bay, two others having 
started from there on foot _— for 
Lomas.

GORDON’S DIARY. 


TS PUBLICATION BY A BOSTON 
HOUSE, 


4& Strer ge Jargon of Scriptural Quotations, Observa- 
tions on Philosopby, Political Hits and Mili- 
‘@ry Plans-Some Specimen Extracts 
Presented-—Showing Bis ,Views. 


Bostoxy June 24.—The journals of General 
Gordon at Khartoum, will make a crown vol- 
ume of over 500 pages, and will be published 
by Houghton, Mifflin & Co., of this city, Tues- 
day, June 30. The book will contain an 
etched portrait of Gordon, two maps end thirty 
illustrations re-produced in fac simile from 
sketches from General Gordon  him- 
self. General Gordon’s diaries are 
in six parts. The first is from 
the 10th of September to the 23d of Septem. 
ber, andcontains 78 pages. The second is 
from the 23d tothe 30th of September and 
contains forty-one pages. The third is from 
the Ist to the 12th of October, and contains 
eighty-five pages. The fourth is from the 
12th to the 20th of October and contains thirty- 
two pages. The fifth is from the 20th of Oc- 
tober to the 5th of November and contains 
ninety-three pages. The sixth is trom the 
5th of November to the l4th of December, and 
Contains 104 pages. The first, second, third 
and fourth diaries are addressed to Lieutenant 
Colonel Stewart, C. M. G., chief of staff. The 
fifth and sixth are addressed to the chief of 
staff expeditionary force, before the relief of 
the garrison. The first and second diaries 
were rent on the 30th of September by steamer 
to Berber via Shendy. The third was sent 
by the steamer Tewkfia on the 12th of Octo- 
ber to Metemma, and the sixth left in the 
steamer Border on the 15th of December. Each 
diary has the same remarks—aometimes re- 
peated three times on the outside of the jour- 
nal—to eflect that it should be pruned down 
pricr to publication. The journals or diaries 
were handed over to Sir CHarles Wilson on the 
22d of January, at Metemma, by the officer 
commanding General Gordon’s steamers. 

A REVIEW OF THE BOOK. 

A London correspondent, reviewing Gor- 
don’s diaries, describes the book as an extra- 
ordipary ope. First comes the introduction 
by the editor, Egmont Hake. He contends 
that it is unfair and illogical to say that Gor- 
don exceeded the instructions of her majestv’s 
government, because he was appointed by 
the Egyptian government and sanctioned by 
the British government. Tho latter could 
have no-control unless it openly declared tor 
the annexation of Egypt and the Soudan. The 
khedive delegated his own power to Gordon; 
therefore says Hake, to exceed his iustruc- 
tions was an impossibility and, secondly, 
Gordon was constantly thwarted and never 
supported. Hake gives thirteen specific in- 
stances of the refusal of Gordon’s most press- 
ing requests. At last Gor- 
don telegraphed that he would 
do his best, but felt convinced that he would 
be caught at Khartoum. Next came a de- 
scription of Gordon’s position at Khartoum, 
the mission of Sir Charles Wilson and a de- 
scription of his journa!, all by his brother, Sir 
Henry W.Gordon. The latter expresses the 
belief that no blame attaches to Wilson. The 
gevernment handed them to Sir Henry, ex- 
pressing « wish for their complete publication. 

Only six or seven pages are omitted. On 
the outside wrapper, which is glass cloth, was 
written: 

‘No sects s0 fer as Lam concerned. 

C. G. GURDON.” 

The diaries area strange medley, and were 
written evidently in perfect sincerity, but va- 
rying in style, mannerand in subject from 
pege to page. 

AN INSIGHT INTO THE 

One page will be an obstruse statistical dis- 
cussion of the social and political aspects of 
the Egyptian problem. Then follows, per- 
haps, pages of rerding like a Biblical com- 
mentary, with many scriptural quotations 
and cross references, giving Gordon’s pecu- 
liar views, which the editor 
is compelled to make a great effort to explain 
in foot notes. Then suddenly comes a bit of 
reminiscence of life in England or elsewhere, 
or a story about some Arab child. Then he 
turns aside to discuss his own feelings, habits 
and ends, perhaps with a funny sketch, fol- 
lowed by the declaration that he is resigned to 
God’s will. Muchisunderlined. The follow- 
ing extracts give an idea of the varying 
character of the diary and Gordon’s opinions: 

For my part, 1 am always frightened aud ver 
mucb so. Ifearthefutureofallengagements It 
is not the fear of death—that is past, thank God~— 
but the fear of defeat and its consequences to 
us. The near approach of the mahbdi has 
not troubled me I have aiways felt we shou'd 
meet face to face ere the matter end. (Gordon's 
bead was taken before the mahdi, according to 
the Jatest accounts ) 

ltoss up in my mind whether, if the place is 
taken, to blow up the palace and allin it, and be 
taken, with Gced’s help, maintaia the faith and, if 
necessary, suffer forit. ithink I shall elect the 
last. 

Preis a professional military point of view, 
speaking materially, LwishI wasthe mahdi. I 
would laugh at all Europe. 

Il own to haying been very insubordinate to her 
majesty’s goverpment, but itisin my nature. I 
cannot mate 2 it. Iknow if I was chiefi would 
never employ myself, for lam an incorrigible. 

I hope am not going down to 
history as the cause of this expedition. 
I decline the imputation. I came to de 
liver the garrison, (this is constantly repeated). 
The waste of money and the expense of life by the 
present expedition is utterly due tothe indecisou 
of our goverment.

The Appendix contains -a letter of nine pa- 
ges from the mahd: to Gordon, telling of the 
capture of Stewart and the consuls, and giv- 
ing the contents of many of Gordon’s 
dispatches. ‘‘We never miss any of your 
news,andIam moving him to become a 
moslem or surrender.””’ Gordon’s only com- 

rent on this letter was: ‘‘Come on.” 
Throughout the diary it is stated that the help 
of Turkey would be the solution of the Soudan 


problem. :

TREE NEW BNGLISH SABINBTI IN

The Scenein the House of Commons—Mr, Gladstone 
Reeds Gis Correspondence With Salispury— 
Lord Randolipa Churchill Antagonized 
by His Brother~Mr, Parnell, 


Loxvon, June 24.—The Gladstone ministry 
went to Windetor castle to-day and formally 
delivered up the seals ofoflice. Soon after the 
members of the new ministry, formed by the 
marguis of Salisbury arrived and went 
through the ceremony of accepting office from 
the queen, and receiving the seals, making 
acts of obeisance by kissing the hand of 
her majesty. Great crowds of people were 
assembled atthe railroad depot upon the ar- 
rival ofthe train bearing the new ministry. 
The marquis of Salisbury and Sir Stafford 
Northcote were loudly cheered. Bir Stefford 
to an especial degree. Lord Randolph Chur- 
chill, on the contrary, was received with 
mingled cheers and groans. 

Sir Hepry Drummond Wolff, at present 
member of parliament for Portsmouth, will 
go to Cairo forthwith as envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary, with the rank 
of privy councellor,

THE SCENZ IN THE COMMONS, 

There was a full attendance of the members 
in the honse of commons this afternoon. The 
conservatives occupied the ministerial 
benches.

Mr. Parnell gave notice that he would call 
the attention of the house to the administra- 
tion ofthe crimes actin Ireland by the late 
government. Mr. Parnell also said that he 
would move for an inquiry into the conduct ot 
the officials in the Maamtrasna and Barbaville 
cases. 

Several new writs of elections were ordered 
to be issued. The house then adjourned. 

Before the adjournment of the house, Mr. 
Winn withdrew his motion. The house will 
meet to-morrow.

Jt ailords us great pleasure, at any time, to

the Susquebanna river, not far from Scran- 
ton or Wilksbarre in Pennsylvania. It con- 
taine, or once contained, eight thousand peo- 
ple. To obtain a supply of water a brook that 
runs through the town was dammed at sever- 
al points, one above the other, thus forming 
reservoirs, from which water was led to the 
town. There bas never been any system of 
sewerage. The water of the brook was 
brought in, and after use was permitted to 
flow into the soil upon which the town was 
jocated, and to find a way as best it could to 
the river. Many of the inhabitants were of 
foreign birth, and were engaged in mining 
coal. They lived in contracted quarters, 
which were never thoroughly cleansed. They 
were illy fed, illy housed and illy cared for. 

What happened’ The soil was ripe for an 
epidemic, andit came. Between the third 
and fourth reservoir liyed a citizen of ‘the 
town, who had returned from Philadelphia, 
brir ging in his system ty phoid fever. In March 
the rains and melting snows carried the excre- 
ta of thisfever patient into the®brook, and 
therefore into the reservoirs from which the 
water supply of the town was drawn. The 
town was ready to receive any infectious 
disease. To an undrained soil and foul quar- 
ters was now added poisoned water; and the 
disease germs spread from house to housé 
until one-third of the population had been 
stricken down by typical typhoid, and very 
many more became sufferers from malarial 
poison. The disease became epidemic, and 
the little city was prostrate before it. If out- 
side help had not come in the shape of medi- 
cal skil], money, supplies and hospital ac- 
commodations the disease would have gone on 
until the town could have supplied no more 
material to feed it. 

It wasaclesr case of water pollution, a 
filtby undrained eoi!, and low living—all the 
doctors egreeing asto nature and cause of 
the disease. Ali of the doctors agree that the 
pollution of the brook might not have been 
very disastrous, if there had been no ignor- 
ance and filth in the town; but that when 
filth in the water and filth in and on the soil 
met, the resnit was inevitable. 

The lesson of Piymouth is a lesson thai 
should be taken to heart in the country as 
wellasin town. All premises should be 
kept clean, all surface drainage should lead 
away from wells or other sources of water 
supply. Pure water is something we cannot 
safely do without; and if we live in thickly 
settled districts, itis equally important that 
the drainage be fully equal to the task of 
carrying off all water, whether itis brought 
in by pipes or ‘is filtered through the soil 
from the surface. In the country every 
bouseholder should closely and frequently 
inspect the springs. or wells from which 
water is drawn. The former. are especially 
subject to poison from surface drainage. In 
the city sanitary problems push themselves 
to the front. 
us, and we cannot avoid their consideration 
But disease may overtake 
us if the solution is too long delayed.

The Chicago Evening Mail isa very good 
republican orgen.

ber of years. They havea right to expect better 
treatment. They would receive better treat: 
ment at the hands of private individuals, It 
is not customary for fair minded business men to 
discharge their old hands during dull times. 
Rather than throw these outthey reduce wages, 
Manning’s “in the interest of economy’’ clap- 
trap is not likely to become popular with the peo- 
ple, If the democratic administration has noth- 
ing better to ofler the country than a record built 
up by discharging $4 per day employes, there was 
hardly any necessity for making a change, And 
it does begin to appear that Mr. Cleveland’s cabi- 
net is depending altogether too much wpon 
Clap-trap as a means of perpetuating the party in 
power, 

These are very fine ideas.and they are 
typically republican—representing the plan 
in which the government has been run by 
leaders of the Bill Chandler stripe. The sug- 
gestion that the government is to give work 
to the unemployed politicians and bummers, 
simply because they are unemployed, is by 
no meansanewone.

A PLUCKY CONDUCTOR, 


WHO DID HIS DUTY AND LICKED 
A MAN FOR INTERFERENCE. 


Conductor Sullivan Gives the Story of dis Rumpus 
in Alabama—Other News from the City—The 
Burglar at Work Again—The Grand Jury 
Presentments—Other City Gossip. 


Yesterday Mr. J. J. Sullivan, a conductor 
on the Louisville and Nashville railroad be- 
tween Montgomery and Mobile, was in the 
city. Mr. Sullivan is being discussed con~- 
siderably in some of the northern “outrage” 
organs because of an event which occurred 
during the latter part of May. 

Ona trip from Montgomery to Mobile he 
ejected a negro preacher named Lindsey, and 
his wife from the first class coach for white 
passengers. While attempting to put the ne- 
groes out, Mr. Sullivan was interfered with 
and his authority was resisted by a New York 
shoe drummer, named Morrow. Atter reach- 
ing Mobile, Sullivan met Morrow in the Bat- 
tle house and thrashed him, for which he was 
fined $25. 

The matter was discussed at the time of its 
occurrence, and has been revived since the re- 
turn of Mr. Morrow to New York. Mr. Sulli- 
van yesterday remarked that he politely asked 
Lindsey and his wife to move into the car 
which was specially provided for colored peo- 
ple; and which was as good in every sense as 
the car they were in. There was no smoking 
or disorder permitted in the car to which he 


asked them to go. When they 
refused to go he did enforce his 
authority but jn doing so used no torce on 
Lindsey or hi. wife, nor to Morrow who was 
very, offensive. 

Mr. Sullivan says the law ofAlabama allows 
rail road to separate whites and blacks provid- 
ed they are each given equal phbienmaolaitens. 
He says he licked Morrow not because he in- 
terfered in behalf of the negroes but because 
he insulted him on the traim. 

He.says he could not resent the insult there 
because he wason duty, but that the first time 
he saw Morrow afterwards he did so.

A DREAM OF DEATH. 


Rev. A. M. Wynn Relates His Dream and 
the Impressions Made. 
From the Columbus, Ga., Sun. 

Every one who knows Rev. A. M. Wynn be- 
lieves him to be one ef the best and most con- 
scientious men in Columbus. They know, too, 
that every error he commits is of the head 
and not of the heart. No man has ever en- 
joyed more universally the esteem, confidence 
and affection of the poor in this community 
than he. It was this that made a dream 
which he related last night all the more im- 
pressive, and at the recitalof which many 
eyes unused to weep were wet with tears. 

After the close of a very interesting sermon 
by Dr. J. S. Key, last night, Rev. Mr. Wynn 
erose to makea few remarks. The love of 
God could be seen shining in this veteran min- 
ister’s face, and he urged those who had not 
done go to settle the question as to whom they 
would serve—as to whether they would come 
out on the Lord’s side. He then said that he 
would like to relate an incident and one that 
had impressed him as he had never before 
been impressed. He then spoke substantially 
as follows: 

“This afternoon I wes on my bed suffering 
with bodily pain and praying thatGod would 
bless the people of Columbus, and that they 
wouldall settle the question and serve the 
Lord. While thus praying and praising God 
I felt that the Lord was with me, and that I 
was ready to die if that would save a soul from 
the torments of hell. I place no stress upon 
dreams, but while thus engaged! fell intoa 
slumber, and as I slept I had a dream. 

‘‘While I wasstanding here in this pulpi 
I received a message from God that it would 
be the last message that I should deliver to 
my people. AsI preached I fully realized 
that with the close of the sermon I would 
pass over the river of death. I had previously 
asked my brethren tolay me down in the 
pulpit after my soul had gone to its reward 
and to let all those who would 
come boldly out and serve God come up 
and shake my dead hand. While I was 
preaching a halo of righteousness shone 
around and enveloped me and the brethren 
came up and Jaid me down as I had requested. 
My hand, cold in death, was raised and the 
people came forward and shook the dead hand 
snd they continued te come until 162 of the 
congregation had done so. 

“] had also requested them to let my dead 
body remain in the church, and they did so, 
and it laid right here in this pulpit for several 
days without any symptom of decay. During 
the time the people from all parts of the city 
came and shook the dead preacher’s hand and 
resolved to live for Christ. As I lay there, 
dead as I thought myself to be, I rejoiced that 
God would save the people of Columbus. 

“At this point I awoke from 7 sleep and 
shouted for joy that I had bad such a vision. 
‘Glory be to God!’ I exclaimed, ‘I am ready 
and willing to die for the salvation of souls;’ 
and, dearly beloved, I feel just that way 
now,”’ 

The earnest and feeling manner in which 
Mr. Wynn related his dream, the hold he has 
upon the bearts and confidence ot the people, 
caused the tears to trickle down many other 
faces as they streamed from the -eyes of this 
good man. Surely God will bless the labors 
ofsuch an earnest and zealous Christian min- 
ister.

The grand jury selected and sworn according t~ 
law for the term of the superior court © 
Fulton county submit the following general pr: 
sentment : 

Through our committees we made a limited ex 
amination of the books and records of the county 
Officers. We found all neatly and apparently cor- 
rectly kept. Wealso find that neither the clerks 
of the superior and eo courts nor sheriff have 
fully complied with the recommendation made 
by @ previous grand jury requiring these officers 
to keep special books showi jury fees to be col- 
lected and fi fas issued and when paid. 

We deem it important that these recommenda- 
tious be fully complied with. We also renew the 
recommendation made by the grand jury of the 
fall term that the clerk ol the county commission- 
ers be required to k a book with stubs for show 
licenses (similar to the one kept for liquor licens- 
- and that all show licenses issued be enters4 

ereon. ae 

Itisimportant that allthe county bouxs auu 
records be thoroughly examined every year; we 
therefore recommend that W, F. Parkhurst and 
C. M, Frazier be appointed to make that exami- 
nation now, and tthey make their report to 
the grand jury serving for the next term of the 
mir #9 oo court, and that the compensation to be 
paid them be fixed by the county commissioners. 

On the third day of April Mr. C. W. Hunnicutt 
was reelected county commissioner; on the same 
day the following notary publics and ex-officio 
justices of the peace were eé :

these presentments 

We commend the general council of the citv of 
Atlanta for raising the retail liquor license to $500 
per annum. and recommend that the general 
councilin authority next year make a further ad- 
vance to $1,000 perannum. In the course of our 
investigation we found many barrooms where the 
law was being babitually violated, It is often dif- 
ficult and expensive to make the necessary proof 
for the finding of an indictment andthe convic- 
tion of the otfender. A high license will close 
most of the barrooms of thisclass, thereby shut- 
ting up the- rendezvous where young boys learn 
to play pool, drink mean whisky, and 
meet common women. In this connection, we 
recommend to the county commissioners the 
erection of a house of correction, where juvenile 
offenders may be detained and educated to be of 
some service to mankind, rather than have them 
sent to the chaingang where the lessons in crime 
are easily learned and confirmed. 

We respectfully ask that the city recorder keep 
a list of violators of the law who may be brought 
before him, and the offenses with which they are 
charged, and that this list be handed to the grand 
jury at the commencement of every term 

We recommend our members to the legislature 
to vse their influence to procure the passage of a 
law making cock fighting, betting on elections,and 
pool selling, misdemeanors, aud to provide penal- 
ties. 

Whereas, The drays, carriages and other ve- 
hicles passing over the paved streets around the 
courthouse make an intolerable noise, tiat seri- 
ously interferes with the business 
of the court: therefore, it is recommended 
that the county commissioners have said streets 
laid in asphalt or some other material that will 
prevent such noise. Adopted unanimously,

SPECT THE ALMS HOUSE—SPRING TERM 1885. 

The committee from the grand jury together 
with Mr. James R. Wylie, visited the Alms house 
April 4, 1885. We found Dr. Hape, the superinten- 
dent and ee grape in charge who went with and 
showed us all the property,quarters aud inmates. 
We found the servant rooms of the houses clean 
andin good condition: the houses themselves 
however are in a deplorable condition. The ma- 
terial however is now on the ground, and the work 
of erecting new houses for the whites, also @ sup- 
erintendent’s house being laid out, 

We found the foliowing inmates: 

6 white males, 21 white females, 

4 white children, (3 males, 1 female), 

4 colored males, 13 colored females. 

We found the houses for the colored inmates 

new, and in good condition, separate, quite a dis- 
tance from the other houses, 
_ We foynd the inmates of both classes contented, 
ho complaints of any kind. The diet consists of 
coffee, grits, shoulder meat, beef (once a week), 
corn and flour bread, vegetables, (when made), 
and they buy them about three months in the 
year, probable cost of diet per day foreach persona 
fifteen cents. 

We found 1 colored male convict,7 colored female 
convicts, 1 white guard, quarters comfortable and 
convicts properly fed. We found3 cases of sick- 
ness, 1 white, 2 colored females. They have 21 
cases under treatment, since their last report ;have 
lost 2 by death, 1 white male and 1 white female 
by death. Most of the cases of sickness were 
caused from rheumatism and old age. Inmates 
received since last report 76 whites, 21 colored, in- 
ae discharged same time 45 whites and 4 Col- 
ored. 

We take pleasure in complimenting Dr.Hape for 
the general condition of these quarters. He is 
not only discharging the duty of superintendent 
bu t also of physician to these poor people as well 
as the convicts, and we respectfully recommead 
to the honorable board of county commissioners 
a liberal increase of his salary. 

We learn that the county physician, Dr. J. M. 
Boring, is not only attending all the siek at the 
jail, but is also in attendance at all the post mor- 
tem examinations held, or most of them, and ata 
salary of $50 per month, which we deem insuffi- 
cient for the service rendered, and would respect: 
fully recommend thatthe board of county com- 
missioners increase the salary tosuch an amount 
as they shall think proper. 

We also recommend that the several paupers on 
our streets begging be taken charge of by the 
proper authorities and placed in the alms house, 
thus ridding our public thoroughfares of these 
unsightly objects.*
